Thou that art proud, look into thy 
life, and heart, into thy eternal ſtate; 
ſee what cauſe of pride thou haſt ? Is 
there excellency and ſecurity belongs 
to thee ? 

Is there not more cauſe of ſackcloath 
and aſhes ? Should the condemned man, 
the beggar, the leppar, be proud ? 

Art thon ſure not to be a damned 
wrietch, a wretched inalefator, at the 


Barof Divine Judgment? If thou art 


not ſecured from this, canſt thou be 
high and prond ? How well would hu- 
mility become the moſt of us ?
